Htumoni of UlB Becoming, a. Candidate

New York, Sept. 27. — In' an interview 


•on board the Olympia Tuesday it was 
suggested to the admiral that the dem- 
ocratic slate for the next national elec- 
tion had been selected with him for 
: the presidency and Gen. Wheeler for 


the vice-presidency..1 


"Well," said the:a'dmiral,. "we should 


•make a .pretty "mess. of it. Gen.. Wheel- 
er, of course, has some training in the 
political school, but then he is a. West 
^Pointer. I .had forgotten ' that. 
He 


would . want to . run everything as ha 
.•'would 
a regiment, and, 'of ' course, 


•<would make a" splendid mess of.it. You 


. cannot run a government as you would 
' A regiment." . . ' . ' : '

"Well,- admiral," 'was suggested, "it 


. Tvould "not Be such a change from the 


*hip plyinpia to the ship of state." 


"Yes," said the .admiral, "it would 


fte a very great change.'. I am not a 
politician. , I . arn^ a •.•'sailor, and. 
my 


training has , been ..all that way. ' I 
am at tome on board my ship/ ..I know 
•my business, -or at. 1'east should know it, 
and I do not want to mix up in 'the af- 
fairs .of- government. I am -perfectly 
•satisfied to live and die a sim-ple sailor, 
•who tried to do his duty. I am not a 
politician. I cannot make a • speech 


.-even. I wis-h I could, but I have to be 
•' --content with my, lot."

, In speaking of his men the admiral 
said: -"They1 are :. a' splendid lot,', the 
very pick, .the -finest, in bur navy, and 
that -means the best in the world." 


..The admiral sent an. orderly for the 


•picture of the, Philippine general Luna, 
"who was ''murdered by order of Agui- 
Tialdo," as he said. 
Admiral Dewey 


said, that Luna was the best man the 
Filipinos had. "It was a plot," he 
--said, "to assassinate him. A crack 
swordsman was placed as sentry, and 
-when 
Luna 
appeared 
he simply 


•stabbed him. But all these fellows are 
a queer lot. They were...simply serv- 
ants and stablemen and Aguinaldo was 
•a junior clerk 'in the navy yard/ He is 
;a pretty 'smart ; ••fellow. 
I know him 


•pretty '.well. -In tact, we- were great 


-friends, and- are, but he has not the 
brains. There are people behind him, 
-some of them- lawyers and able fellows, 
-who make a- tool of Aguinaldo. 


"I thought,". said the admiral, "that 


this thing in the Philippines' would be 
•over long before this; as it should have 
been. . I can't imagine, how they have 
-stood out until now. Of course there 
was the rainy season, and I suppose 
•little was done.- "One great. trouble out 
there n as been that Gen. Otis has tried 
to do too much. I told him so. He 
-wants 'to be ^'general, governor, judge 
-•and everything else^: to have hold, of 
-all. the irons. No man can 4o this. 
It is enough for a man to do one thing, 
to be one thing, but when a. man. tries 
-.to do; everything and be everything it 
is easy to imagine" the result. 
, "I. think that Otis made. another mis- 
take in the censorship. So strict a cen- 
sorship was not necessary. Why, Otis 
had so strict a censorship as to exclude 
-•any favorable mention -o£ .the . navy." 
The ^admiral quietly smiled. 
"Yes, I 


taxed him with it and -he did not deny 
it. For the newspaper men the censor-
